HANCOCK I.\ LOUISIANA 


Andy Johnson appointed Grant as 


Military Governor of Louisiana and 
Texas. While Grant was there the Re- 
publicans of those States, black and 
white, were being persecuted and out- 
raged in a most shameful manner. 
Grant so reported and asked that some- 
thing might be done for their relief— 
stating that the State governments were 
entirely in the hands of rebels, and that 
the rights of Union men were nowhere 
respected by the courts. At this Andy 
Johnson became enraged. He removed 
Grant, and appointed General Phil. 
Sheridan to command that Department. 


Sheridan had 'been there but a short 


time when he reported as follows: 


"The 
condition 
of freedmeu and 


Union men is truly 
horrible. The 


Government is denounced, freedmen 
are shot and Union men are persecuted 
if they have the temerity to express 
their opinions. Applications came to 
me from the most respectable parties 
tor troops." 


Again Audy Johnson became enraged, 


and he removed Phil Sheridan and 
tendered that Department to General 
Thomas—brave, honest, old 
"Pap" 


Thomas. 
But Thomas, with that frank- 


ness which was so characteristic of him, 
that honesty which was an essential 
part of his nature, said to Johnson that 
if he should go to Louisiana and Texas 
he would be compelled to report ex- 
actly as Sheridan had reported— for he 
knew that Sheridan's report was true. 


Thereupon Johnson, who had no 


honesty and knew no shame, withdrew 
the appointment tendered to Thomas, 
and tendered it to the great and only 
Major General Winfield Scott Hancock, 
He had at last found the man he long 
had sought. Hancock went to Louis- 
iana and reported that all was serene in 
Louisiana and Texas. Hq turned a 
deaf ear to the cries of the bleeding, 
outraged men and women, who appeal- 
ed to him as they had appealed to 
Grant and Sheridan. He threw him- 
self into the arms of Johnson and the 
rebels, made a great flourish about the 
subordination of the military to the 
civil power, (such civil power as was 
then in vogue down therp) and to-day 
the Democrats of the country are try- 
ing to get up a shout for him on that 
account. 


A Valuable Cap and Saucer. 


Mrs. Charles De Long, -widow of the 


late Minister to Japan, was in the 
Police Court, San Francisco, Tuesday, 
as a witness in the matter of a search 
•warrant served upon Sam Yuen, a Dn- 
pont street merchant, to recover a cup 
and saucer stolen from her and found 
in Yuen's store. The cap and saucer, 
which are of jetty stone, were a present 
to Mr. De Long from the Mikado of 
Japanr and are valued at $1,000. Yuen 
said he bought them of a Chinaman for 
$15, and neither knew the value of 
them nor that they were stolen. After 
obtaining a description of the seller 
from him he was discharged, and the 
precious and rare bric-a-brac returned 
to the owner. Corporal Avan, who re- 
covered the property, is searching for 
the thief.
